thence onthe ridge dividing the waters of 
the Kansas river from those of the Arkansas 
to the western boundary of the State line 
of Missouri, and with that line thirty. miles 
to the place of beginning,’ was extinguisked 
by the United States by treaty eoncluded. on 
the 3d June, 1825. (US, Statutes at Large, 
vol. 7, page 244.) 


The first ‘actto authorize the President 
of the United States to cause a road to be 
marked out from the western frontier of Mis- 
souri to the confines of New Mexico,’ ap- 
proved March 3d, 1825, (Statutes at Large, 
vol. 4, p. 100,) provides for the appointment 
of commissioners to mark out said road :— 
Provided, ‘That said commissioners shall first 
obtain the consent of the intervening tribe of 
Indians, by treaty, to the making of the said 
road, and to the unmolested use thereof 
to the citizens of the Gnited States and of the 
Mexican republic. 

The report of the commissioners, Stokes, 
Ellsworth, and Schermerborn, to the Secre- 
tary of War, dated February 10, 1834, says 
that ‘the country to which the Indian title 
has been extinguished west of the Mississip- 
pi, for the purpose of providing land on 
which to remove the Indians from the east, 
is very extensive. It is situated between | 
Red river, north latitude 33 deg. 30 minutes, 
and north latitude 43 deg. 30 minutes, and 
from the western boundary line of ihe Ter- 
ritory of Arkansas and State of Missouri, in 
west longitude 17 deg. 30 min., and the Mis- 
miselppt river to the republic of Mexico ia 
west longitude 23 deg. from Washington.’ 
(House Reports, 23d Congress, Ist Session 
Rep. No, 474.) A 

The first section of the ‘act to regulate 
(rade and jntetorcourse with the Indian tribes, 
and to preserve peace on the frontiers,’ ap- 
proved June 30, 1834, (Statutes at large, 
vol. 4, pages 729 to 735,) provides, ‘That 
all that part of the United States west of the 
Missisipps. and not within the States of Mis- 
souriaod Louisaina, or the Territory of Ar- 
kansas, and also that part of the United 
States eust of the Mississippi river, and not 
within any State to which the Indian title 
has not been extinguished for the purpose. of 
this act, be taken and deemed to bethe In- 
dian country.’ , 

The 10th section of said act is in these 
words: “That the Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs, and Indian agents and sub-agenis, 
shall have authority to remove from the In- 
dian country all persons found there contra- 
ry to law, and the President of the United 
States is authorized to direct the military 
force to be employed in such removal,’ ; 

The 12th section of the act declares ‘that 
no purchase, grant, lease, or other convey- 
ance of lands, or ot any title or claim thereto, 
from any Indian nation, os tribe} of Indians, 
shall be of any validity in law or equality, 
unless the same be made by treaty or con- 
vention, entered into pursuant to the consti- 
tution.’ ‘This act (the intercourse act, aa it 
is familiarly culled) Las numerous penalties 
and ines prescribed for the violation of its 
provisions, 

In view of the interest which appears to 
be taken in this subject in the West, and of 
the importance, therefore, of a prover under- 
standing of it, I have extended this ommuni- 
cation beyond the ordinary limits of a letter; 
and although prepared during a press of 
business, I have confidence in the narrative 
of facts which it embodies, and from which 
1am not able to say to you that any portion 
ofthe country within the limits of | the pro+ 
posed territory of Nebraska is in such a con- 
dition that the white man can lawfully oceupy 
it for settlement. — *” p 

Congress at its last session authorized the 
President to, treat with the Indian tribes lo- 
cated along the western boundary of Iowa 
and Missouri for the purpose of extinguish-

The title to the Pawnees to all their right 
and interest in lands lying south of the Platte 
river was extinguished by the United States 
hy treaty on the 9th October, 1833. (U.S. 
Statutes at Large, vol. 7, page 448.) 

In the treaties with the Osage and Kan- 
sas Indians there were reservations made for 
the’r use and ocenpation- 

The second article ofthe tvealy with the 
Pawneese.is in the following words, ‘The 
lands ceded and relinguished hereby, so far 
asthe same is not aad shall not be assign- 
ed to any tribe or tribes, shall remain a com- 
mon hunting-ground during the pleasure of 
the President {or the Pawneese and other 
friendly Indians, who shall be permitted by 
the President to hunt on the saine.’ 

The country within the parallels of the 
northern boundary of Iowa and the south- 
ern boundary of Missouri and west of the 
Omaha ond Pawnee country, and west of 
the Pawnee Kansas and Osage cesstons, is 
inthe occupancy of the Sioux, Araphoes, 
Cheyennes, and other iqdigenons Indians, 
and their title has aot been extinguished by 
the United States. 

In extinguishing the title of the Pawnees, 
Kansas, snd Osages, tothe country they 
clanmed, at the date of the treaties, in 1825, 
and 1833, the objects ofthe government was 
to obrafn a home for the several tribes then 
residing in and occupying lands within. the 
States and orgonized Territories.
